for the Murder 
Sentence. 


Tbe court assembled Wednesday mornin 


for the trial of Wm. H. Hhea for the murder o 
Police Officer Eugene Barker on the 22d o 
April last. Justices Stlnea* and-Tillingha* 
presided. Attorney General Colt appear* 
for the Stata and ex-Attorney General Sayle 
of Providence and P. G. Galvin of this cit 
represented the defendant. The prisoner wa* 
brought into court at 12 o'clock, wbau tb 
tedious work of getting a jury was brgnn 
Oat of some fifty persons that had been *um 
mooed from the various towns in the count] 
only eight were qualified, and the clerk.be 
ing instructed to issue a venire for more jur 
ori, tbe court adjourned at 3:30 to Thursda 
morning at half-put nine, when the remain 
ing four juror* were SOOD secured. The jur 
ors qualified were: Edward T. DeBlols o 
Portsmouth, foreman; William P. Buffum 
Lewis R, Manchester, James E. Wyat 
Middletown; Edwin Slocam, Edward F 
Anthony, AbnerS.Main, Pales; A. Cogges- 
hall, Portsmouth; and Charles Brighton 
Christopher Whits, Cbarle* H. White an 
John G. Cory of Tiverton. 


After the indictment bad been read to tb

The 
witnesses for the defence were the prisoner, 
bis father and hts step-mother. The prison- 
er testified to the effect tbat while employed 
In Providence he met a woman named Min- 
nie Smith and loved her, and believed that 
she loved him until a short time previous to 
the shooting. He then became jealous ane 
took to drinking. That became to New 
port on the 21st of April for the purpose of 
bidding hia father good-bye, after which he 
intended to shoot 
himself, 
he having 


bought a 
revolver 
for tbat 
purpose, 


On the evening of bis arrival bere he mel 


9 father on Spring street and went home 


with .him, or he supposed he went home 
with him, as he found himself in his father's 
bouse tbe next morning, though he has no 
remembrance of it 
The step-mother was 


tbe next witness and she testified that the 
prisoner did go home witb his father on the 
evening of April 21 j that be told her of bit 
determination to kill himself, and showed 
her the revolver; that he Bald bo abtiald 
kill him Be If and tbat his father could bury 
hipi on Saturday; that he refused to eat 
anything aud WAS crying and talking to 
himself about "Minnie's going back on 
him" all night; tbat Iii the morning abe left 
him In the bouse while *ha went for tbe 
Priest, thinking that he might be able to 
influence him from bia rash determination, 
but that when she returned he waa gone and 
she aaw no more of him until after his ar- 
reat. The father corroborated the mother's 
statement, after which tbe court adjourned 
to yesterday morning at 9:30 o'clock, when 
ex-Attorney Saylea began hia plea for the 
defence. Hespokeabontan hour anda half, 
trying to ehow the jury that the prisoner's 
mind was in such a shattered condition at 
tbe time of the shooting, that he could not 
be held responsible, etc. It was an able 
plea, and evidently had great weight with 
the jury, as they were out over two hoorr* 


The Attorney General's plea occupied 


about an hour and was principally a revision 
of tbe testimony given by the various w it- 


Justice 8tines* occupied about half 


an hoar with his charge, aad the jury re- 
tired with the case at 12 £5. At 3 o'clock 
the jury came in and rendered a verdict of 
murder In first degree, and tbe prisoner was 
thereupon sentenced to life in the State 
Prison. 


Augustus Felles, wbo at a previous ait- 


ting of tbe court pleaded mlo contenders to a 
number of indictments for Illegal liquor sell- 
ing witb tbe understanding that six of tbe 
Indictments would be cancelled providing he 
paid the coat* and gave up the liquor busi- 
ness, was sentenced to sixty days in the 
Providence County Jail and to floes amount- 
ing to SI20, on tbe representation of Attor- 
nty General Colt that Felies had not gone 
out of the liquor business. 


The court then adjourned to meet in No- 


vember accord inp to law.

To the Editor of the Newport 3/crcurj/:— 


In the article published in tbe Newport 
MEiicuitrof June 21st, we did not at first 
intend to say so much that waa foreign to 
the history of the "Two old Eaglw," but we 
were so Ifid from them to the different places 
which they bad occupied, that we could not 
avoid epeaking of their several owners and 
particularly of tbe Towneends. To thorn 
wbo never saw the Townsend eagle in its 
earliest days, we will state tbat tbe column 
on which it stood was at tbe very outer edge 
of the sidewalk on Thames street, and on a 
lice witb Pelham street. The column wa* 
always painted white, but tbe coffee bouse 
waa painted with tbat peculiar drab ao in- 
dicative of Quaker ownerahtp. Having en- 
tered upon the history of tbe Townaend Cof- 
fee House at a period of time very consid- 
erably later than we might have done we will 
now endeavor to correct the error, and give to 
your many readerd all tbat ia known of the 
early history of this once celebrated place- 
celebrated for being from 1785 to 1836 tbe 
resort of the most intelligent and respectable 
men of the town. Previous to the American 
Revolution Thomas Baaufater waa the own- 
er of a large landed property in tbe very cen- 
tre of Nswport, and Polbam street waa for a 
great many years known as Bannister's lane, 
and waa open only a few rods eaat of Spring 
street, and be was the owner of what after- 
ward" became tbe property of Thomta Town, 
(end, and waa situated on Thames street, 
measuring west on tbat street 32 feet; south 
on Pelham street, 210 feet; east on land of 
Charlea Handy, 72 feet, and north on land

md, at a eeFSioD held in Providence during 
the month of August, 1782, granted to WU 
Ham Barton, one of the moat daring of our 
Revolutionary heroes. Sept, I0th, 1789,WI1- 
liam Barton sold this property to James Lov- 
ett for the Bum of two thousand Spanish sil- 
ver milled dollars. Sept. 29tb, 1784, Jamex 
Lovett eold it to George Irish of Middletown, 
and iu the deed describes the same number 
of feet and boundaries, with' a mansion or 
d welling bouse thereon standing, for tbe sum 
of twenty-eleht hundred dollars In good sil- 
ver. March 2Gtb, 1785, George Irish sold it 
to Thomas Townsend for tbe sum of three 
thousand Spanish silver milled dollars. 


Thomas Townsend died In the early part 


of the year 1627, bequeathing thia part of his 
property to his two nephews, Thomas and 
James Townsend. James sold his part to 
bis brother Thomas, who, on the 2fith of 
Oct., 1846, sold !t, including the new hotel, 
to Jobn Vars for the Bum of ten thousand 
dollars, giving a deed covering 35J feet on 
Thames street. Thomas Townflend, tbe pur- 
chaser of the property In 1785, was tbe keep- 
er of tbe original coffee house, wbfub, as pre- 
viously stated, fronted ou Thames street and 
neasured 28 feet in width, standing ou a 
purchase of 33 feet. On the south aide of 
the building, and running parallel with It to 
the east end of the old part, was a walk 8 
feet wide, paved with brick, and then at a 
much IMS width, for the mansion house waa 
much wider, continued on under the piazza, 
rhieh is still to be seen, to the extreme end 


of tbe mansion honse. Tbe walk under the 
piazza was paved with flag-stones, and the 
kitchen, for the whole establishment was 
the first story of tbe mansion house, whose 
front entrance was from tbe piazza, the 
same as at tbe present day. Tbe walk re- 
ferred to waa enclosed by a brick wall about 
2 feet high, on which waa built to a hlghth 
of 3 feet more, a handsome and substantial 
open work fence made of wood which ex- 
tended from Thamea street to the posts that 
supported the piazza; on the Thamea street 
aide tbe fence waa all wood, made in the 
flame style aa that on Pelham street There 
was an opening on Thames street, wide 
enongh for easy entrance, and another on 
Pelham street directly opposite to a porch In 
tbe south side of the budding, which was 
tbe ladies' entrance to the honse.and also led 
to the dining-room and tbe chamber above. 
There were negates either at the front or 
aide. The mansion house was Mr. Town- 
send's private residence, and by some ar- 
rangement with tbe town be was allowed dur- 
ing life, which as previously stated, ended 
in 1827, to inclose these 4 feet beyond bis pur- 
chase, and It Is not within the memory of 
auy one living when it was not so occupied, 
and it is not improbable that It waa enclosed 
when he bought the property. For eight or 
nine months in the year the walk waa a very 


t place and there wore two very sub- 


stantial benches, one on each side of the 
porch which the boarders and friends of Mr, : 
Townsecd made frequent uaa of. We have 
previously stated thut the front of the old 
coffee house measured 28 feet on Thames 
street, but the whole number occupied was 
26 feet, and tba present hotel covers exactly 
tbat quantity, and Its front Is 18 Inches east 
of where the old building stood. By tbe 
foregoing description we hope your many 
readers will have obtained a tolerably good 
idea of how Towniend's coffee bonus looked 
in tbe olden time.

a crash that damaged it almost beyond r 
pair. But skillful hands made the neceaw- 
ry repairs, and after a few months it agai 
In newest gilt, appeared on the south we 
corner of the hotel, at an elevation of abo 
20 feet from tbe ground, looking aa brig 
aud cheerfol aa ever. It did not, howeve 
occupy thia new position for a very Ion 
time before another Ktorw of areat violem 
dealt roughly with It, and for the wcoi 
time it fell to the street below, causing ve 
severe damage to its Venerable body; so «e 
oua was it that an inquest decided that i 
Injuries were past surgery, and according 
it wa* very carefully laid away never aga 
to know the place that had no long been 
home. Thomas Towusend, the father 
William C. Townsend, F#j., died Dec. 30 
1848, aged 03 years. Of him it can ia a 
truthfulues* be said, that no man ever Ilve< 
who possessed more kindly feelings than d 
he. Ills welcome to his gueal* waa ulwa; 
of tbat open-hearted kind tbat assured tbe 
they were really at home, aud alt tbat wa* 
possible done to make their stay pleasa 
and agreeable. Ills kindness to the poc 
ran proverbial, never omitting an opport 
nity to do good, and rarely did a day pa 
that some unfortunate person did not exp 
rience in some substantial way tbe aymp 
tby he felt for them. Tbere may not at tb 
time have been a long obituary notice of h 
Ife and character, bat tt Is not too late 
say tbat he was respected and esteemed b 
all that knew htm, a* one of the best of me 
We said a moment ago that he died—sue 
men never die. 


After the second disaster that happened to 


our eagle, Edward F. Newton, Esq., waa th 
good Samaritan who gave It shelter. An 
although he may not have attempted to pou 
the oil of gladness into Us wounds, or ha1 


taken any steps towards repairing ita broke 
wings, yet doubtless he and ininy oth 
kind hearted persona uttered in Its preseni 
ninny sincere words of sorrow for the miser 
and desolation that had befallnn it. But on 
eagle, with more than the wisdom of an ow 
" made no sign," and it Is not improbab 
that somo very despondent sympathizer ma 
have remarked, that for eagloa made Ilk 
him, tbere was no resurrection, a prediction 
aa will be observed, not verified by futur 
events. One of our moat active citizens 
Edward Newton, whose pleasant smile warm 
and cheera the hearts of his many friendi 
In addition to hlB worldly possessions, quite 
unexpectedly found himself the owner of on 
almost forgotten eagle. Covered with tb 
dust and cobwebs of many months* aocumu 
latlon, ft certainly was not to be considered 
very valuable acquisition, but. the recollec- 
tion of Its past history, and tbe prominen 
places it had occupied in former dayc, lee 
tiim to think how It could again be brough 
before the people as oneof tbe many thing 
"uf the oldeu time,'* worthy of being hand 
ed down to future generations. He therefor 
gave it to tbat most genial of all men In ou 
city, Robert 8. Barker. Esq., who did In 
choicest language express his thanks for i 
renowned a gift. But being fully impressed 
witb a sense of that "eternal fitness 01 
things," which includes eagles, transfer 
red his cif t to his friend, Charles E.JJam 
mett, whose energy and industry bave le< 
to a well deserved success and, among 
many other good qualities, he IB a firm be- 
liever in tbe restoration

worthy the effort,'and under his supervision 
our eagle has been restored toils origin a 
splendor, and now, in all Its proud beauty 
adorns the front of hia place of business, No. 
202 ThamBaetreet, with ita bead still point- 
ing towards the setting snn, and with only 
the width of the street between it and iii 
mate on tbe Lopez hnildinc directly opposite 
both resplendent in fluent gilt, and after beinf 
separated a century. Tens and tens of thou- 
sands of oar fellow beings have passed and 
repassed under the abadow of their wings 
and afterwards, under that other shadow 
from whence they never returned. And In 
the coming time, millions we hope, may Bee, 
and admire as we have done, these two ap- 
propiate emblems of a nation whose leading 
trait !a—scream.

the street between these two eagles, but we 
will now show under what conditions that 
distance will be A very considerably lessened.

A recent visitor writes: 


Them bird! ire, indeed, a curiosity 


—from their height, which is from 9 
to 10 feat whiD in an erect posture. 
The* have most beautiful eyer, large 
and toft of eipreuiou, but their feet 
are homely enough, large, ill-tbiped 
and ugly. Remote as they now are 
from their native wilds, they seem to 
flourish well, and Ihe venture began 
at flnt under somewhat doubtful cir- 
cumstances it turning out a successful 
undertaking. These immense birds are 
kept in corals, the Spanish word for 
yards or inclosurei, one male and two 
(emalei occupying a place together. A 
common board fence, higher than the 
ordinary, surrounds each coral and di 
videt them. There it a space or open 
lane between tbe pens—a driveway 
for teams and to carry food to the 
birds. 


They eat a wtgon-load of shells in 


one day, besides a large amount of 
coarse food, vegetables, A Italia or 
clover-grass, etc. 
The coat of each is 


$1,000, and their weight is from 300 to 
400 pounds. They lay 75 eggs each 
year, each egg valued at 8100.

The Dead Letter Office. 


Four million three hundred aud 


Bcventy-nine thousand one hundred 
and ninety-eight letters strayed into 
the dead letter office, Washington, 
during the last year; 3,3.10,357 of 
these were not called for at the post- 
offices to which they were sent;7S,SG5 
were tent in from hotels because the 
departed gneiti bad left no addresses 
for forwarding their mails; 175,718 
were insufficiently paid; 1,345 con- 
tained forbidden articles, lottery tick- 
ets and Ihe like; 280,137 were erro 
neoutly or illegibly addressed; and 11,- 
070jletters bore no address whatever. 
Uf these letters 15,301 contained mon- 
ey amounting to £32,647.23. 
Betide 


that, 18,005 letters contained drafts, 
checks, money orders, etc., to the 
amount of 91,381,994.47. 
Moreover, 


08,137 
letters 
contained 
postage 


stamps, and 40,125 contained receipts, 
pgid notet, and canceled obligationi 
of all sorts. 


With this remarkable showing of 


more than $1,1X10,000 gone wrong, too 
much cannot be taid in caution to con 
fide letters and packages to tbe mail. 
The money thus collected at the dead 
letter office is turned into the treasury. 
The goods and merchandise from Ihe 
packages are sold »t auction; and the 
Chriitmat and fancy cards are done up 
in packages sent to children's hospitals 
and the orphan asylums. 


A whole history of possible anguish 


and heart burnings is wrapped up in 
the collection of 35,160 photographs 
tbat came to the dead letter office in 
a year, and injured and resentful 
swains, and angered relatives and 
friends may know where some of their 
treasures have gone to. The photo- 
graphs are preserved, and this portrait 
gallery of the post-office department 
numbers up into the millions, begin- 
ning wilh a miniature that was lost in 
the mails fifty years ago. 


Salaries of College Professor*. 


The salaries of full professors it 


Yale College are only about {3,500 a 
year. 
Even President Porter gets

David's mind 


was ever alert in behalf of the interests 
of religion. Early in his reign lie caus- 
ed the Ark to be brought to Jerusalem, 
and gave dignity and prominence to the 
formal worship of God iu that city.— 
Wheu, by the divine blessing, he had 
succeeded in establishing himself tlrmly 
in his kingdom, aud, "the Lord had giv- 
eu him rest round about from all Ms en- 
emies," it occurred tohls active and sen- 
sitive mind that a dire regard to what 
was Otting and proper required that a 
permanent, durable and beautiful struc- 
ture should be provided for the Ark,and 
the sacred furniture of the tabernacle; 
that while he dwelt in au elegant and 
costly palace,- the visible symbol of 
God's presence among men was still en- 
closed iu a frail aud perishable tent. 
It 


seemed LO him that this ought not to 
continue longer, and that there ought to 
be no further delay in providing for the 
worship of Jeliovau a tabernacle at once 
grand in the solidity of its structure, 
beautiful in its adornments and glorious 
in Its associations. The sentiment in 
his heart was a worthy one, right in its 
spirit and creditable alike to David's 
feelings and judgment. He spoke to 
the prophet Nathan, his intimate and 
trusted friend and adviser, concerning 
the thought in his' heart, and was bid- 
den to go forward iu thy work contem- 
plated. Nathan seems to have spoken 
from'the impulses of his own heart, 
rather than by divine direction, for In 
the following night, a message came to 
him from the Lord, making kuowu his 
will in the matter, find leading to a mod- 
ification of David's plans. 


The idea iu tliekiugV mind was a right 


one. The time mid method of carrying 
it out needed correction. 


The regular and formal public wor- 


ship of God ought to be maintained iu 
every community and every community 
should In someway, provide itself with 
a place for such a union of Individuals 
and families in this service as may best 
promote their spiritual growth and use- 
fulness. Tills place sbould be, in its 
si'/c and appointments, In its structure 
ind adornments such as is suitable to 
the purposes for which it is built. In 
beauty and costliness It should fairly 
represent the ability and devotion of the 
worshipers. In it there should be noth- 
ing for mero show, nothing suggestive 
of the playhouse or the exhibition ball, 
nothing to divert the mind from the real 
purpose for which the house is to be 
used. It should be a grateful offering to 
the Lord and devoutly consecrated to 
high and holy purposes, a houwe in wliicli 
tlm King of kings may delight to dwell 
and inny hallow with his presence and 
continued blessing. 


U. A divine purpose. God, in his 


message to David, by the prophet Na- 
than, reminded him that he had ^CCH 
taken from the bumble occupation of .1 
shepherd, and had been led aloug from 
one position to another until now he sat 
upon the throne of Israel; and that he 
lad attained to all this honor solely by 
God's favor aud blessing; that God had 
never asked him to build a temple for 
Ills worship, and that he was still the 
juardian and defender of Israel: it was 
still his purpose to bless David and to 
;iv« him and the nation prosperity, and 
that he would establish David's sou up- 
on the throne after him, and that he, the 
son, should build for sacred uses such a 
louse of worship as David himself had 
desired to build. In another place we 
arc told that this honor and privilege 
vas denied to David because he had 
jcen a man of war and had shed blood. 


Jlf. The divine blessing. The word 


sent to David must have been a sad mes- 
sage to him, and God at the same time 
comforted his heart with the strong as- 
surance that his son, who should be his 
successor upon Hie* throne of Israel, 
hoiikl enjoy great prosperity; that 
ic would be his father chastening him if 


Iicnt and blessing him if obedient 


and dutiful. 
Thus does God deal in 


real mercy with Ills children; when ho 
lciiics on one hand, he often graciously 
Histows on the oilier. When lie can not 
:onsistcntly grunt us the things wo most 
lesire, he not inifrcfnieiitly gives anoihor 
and a greater blessing; if liu cannot grant 
great blessings to n.>, be may bestow 
them upon those who are dearer to us 
than our own lives. 
He rulca with in- 


tinito wisdom; lie blisses with the full- 
ness of divine love, and we have only to 
hold ourselves in .1 right and humble at- 
titude toward, him to enjoy the ever- 
abounding riches of his grace and mercy.

found. But only six survive out of a 
party of twenty five that sailed for the 
frozen north in 1881. The names of the 
survivors are; Lieut. A.W. Orecly Com- 
mander of the expedition, Sergeants 
Braiuard, Fredericks, Long and Ellison, 
who has since died, Hospital Steward 
Beidcrback, 
and 
Private 
Council. 


Seventeen of the persons composing the 
expedition died, of starvation and one 
was drowned. The survivors 
were 


found by the relief ship Thetis, ac- 
companied by the Bear. Capt. Schley, 
Commander of thu relief expedition, 
telegraphs as follows to the secretary o f 
the navy. 


Grcely abandoned Fort Conger Au- 


gust 0, 1883, and reached Baird inlet 
September 29, following, with the entire 
party well.. He abandoned all his boats 
and was adrift for thirty days on an ice 
Hoc in Smith Sound. His permanent 
camp was established October 21, 1883, 
at the point where he was found.— 
During nine months his party hail to 
live upon a scant allowance of food 
brought from Fort Conger that was 
cached at I'aycy harbor and Cape Isu- 
bella by Sir George Nares in 1876,which 
was found, but much damaged by lapse 
of time; that cached by Bebee ut 
Cape Sobiue in 1882, 
and a small 


amount saved from the wreck of the 
Proteus in I88S and lauded by Lieuten- 
ants Garlington and Cowell on the head 
where Greely's party was found camped 
When these provisions were consumed 
the party was forced to live upon boile( 
sealskin, strips from their sealskin 
clothing, lichens and shrimps preservei 
in good weather wheu they were strong 
enough to make exertions. As 13W 
shrimps were required to 
1111 a gill 


measure the labor was too exhaustive 
to depend on them to sustain life en 
tirely. The channel between Cape Sa- 
)iuc and Littleton Island did not close 
on account of violent gales all winter so 
hat two hundred aud forty rations at 
he latter point could not be reached. 
All of Greely's records aud all instru- 
icnts brought by him from Fort Conger 
re recovered, anil are on board. From 
tare Island to Smith's Sound he had a 
onstant and furious struggle with ice. 
mpassable floes and solid barriers of ice 
were overcome by watchfulness and pa- 


encc. The Greely party is much im 
roved in health since rescued, but their 
ondition was critical in the extreme 
hen found and for some days after, 
orty-eight hours' delay in reaching 
icm would have been fatal to all now 
iviug. This season north is late and 
the closest for years. Smith's Sound 
was Hot open when they left Cape Sab inc. 
The winter about Melville Bay was the 
most severe for twenty years.

The 
B Garden. 


.' : The vegetable garden should be 


one of the attractive parts of the 
farm. 
It too often consists of a lit- 


tle patch fenced off from nil Biir- 


mcdloy of currant and gooseberry 
bushes slmggling with drought, in- 
eects and grass, .1 few scrawling 
blackberry and raspberry bushes, 
spreading over twice tbe needed sur- 
face of ground, a huge, untrimmed 
grapevine, smothering two or three 
cherry trees, but with no thrifty 
plants—if, indeed, any at all—of 
rhubarb, asparagus, sage, strawber- 
ries and other things which make 
the kitchen garden attractive and 
valuable. A small, thrifty garden, 
well managed, is a source of profit, 
no matter how cheap professional 
gardeners may sell their products. 
We would not encourage fttrmcru to 
grow vegetables to sell, unless they 
have the means of making It, at 
least, a considerable business; but 
to grow one's own onions, peas, let- 
tuce, cabbages, turnips, to have them 
fresh and at any moment, is highly 
profitable. Fancy sorts of standard 
vegetables, or such species as are 
grown only for the palates of epi 
cures, are not often profitable on 
the farm. 
Few farmers will find it 


to advantage to grow mushrooms, 
endive, okra or other dainties. In 
most cases the ground can be more 
profitably given to vegetables of 
more merit than that of being fash- 
ionable. It is imperative that the 
garden, even to tho little land skirt- 
ing the fence, should be kept scrup- 
ulously clean. Weeds and insects 
delight in a slovenly garden. 


Cross Fertilization. 


The question is often asked : Will 


the effects of cross fertilization be 
visible in the fruit borne the season 
in which the crossing is done 1 To 
this question can be given both an 
affirmative and a negative answer. 
In the case of squashes, melons and 
other fruits, the effects are visible 
the same season. In the majority of 
cases, probably, the effect of the for- 
eign pollen is not seen until the sec- 
ond generation. It is doubtful if ap- 
ples show any variation the season 
of crossing. The seeds must bo plant- 
ed and the character of the seedlings 
noted. Corn which has been crossed 
often looks the &ame as the ordinary 
product of the pistillate or female 
parent, but a crop grown from such 
corn may present the characters of 
both parent.

It Is a poor plan to sell or 
use the best and save lor seed what 
is left. 
It is like "selling the goose 


that lays the golden eggs." The 
earliest and best should always be 
saved for seed, by marking off a part 
of each row from which no 
one 


should be allowed to pick until the 
seed is selected. It is better to plant 
separate plats for seed beds than to 
sow what is not good enough to eat.
